Drillers To Test 
New Well 12th; 
Result Watched 


Major excavating work for West 
Liberty’s 40x#0-foot public swim¬ 
ming pool was completed Tues¬ 
day and a 6-inch tile drain line 
has been laid from the pool to 
Long Branch. 

The Licking River Limestone 
Company did the excavating on 
Monday and Tuesday. Using a 
crane and drag line, operated by 
Steward Johnson, they completed 
the digging in 18*,i hours. This 
included both the hole and the 
drain line ditch. 

Workmen now are engaged in 
finishing the excavation by hand 
to get it ready* for pouring con¬ 
crete. 

Steel for reinforcing the con¬ 
crete floor and sides has been 
ordered and should be received 
In about a week, James M Perry 
of the Weit Liberty Lumber 
Co., contractors, said Thursday. 
Meanwhile, workmen will have 
the project ready for pouring 
concrete as soon as weather per¬ 
mits. 

Solicitation of money to con¬ 
struct the pool on the public 
playground was started last sum¬ 
mer by the Ktwanis Club and 
$5,500 has been raised. 

Additional money will be raised 
this spring by a series of com¬ 
munity events sponsored hv the 
various groups. Included are a 
minstrel to be put on by Kiwani- 
ans and businessmen and a May 
Day Carnival to be staged at the 
high school by women of the 
town and grade teachers. 

The pool, according to present 
plans, will be constructed and 
ready for use this summer 

It will be operated from money 
received from admission charges 
The pool not only will be avail¬ 
able for townspeople but to all of 
Morgan county and to people of 
nearby towns. 


Henry Watkins, 63, was found 
dead Thursday afternoon about 2 
o’clock about a mile from West 
Liberty. He had lived alone for 
a number of years in a small 
cabin home just below West Lib¬ 
erty belonging to George Spur¬ 
lock. 

He had not been seen for about 
a month and some mail had ac¬ 
cumulated at the post office for 
him. 

Police Chief Jeff Williams, Ro¬ 
land Stacy and a group of men 
went to the home' Thursday and 
opened the door and found his 
belongings all there. 

About noon a posse formed and 
began the search for him. Back 
of the house there is a path run¬ 
ning up the cliff and into the 
woods and top of the ridge where 
he would go to cut wood. Follow¬ 
ing the lead, Cotton Allen, Ernest 
May, John Helton and Guy Hel¬ 
ton found him lying in a path on 
top of the hill. Found at his side 
were an a* and a pole of wood 
he had cut and dragged for a 
short distance. 

Judge Reed Halsey, who also 
helped in the search, said that he 
had probably been dead for at 
least a month. 

Found on the body was $600 in 
$20 bills and two cents. 

He has a son Ed in the Army 
and two daughters. Mrs. Recil 
Sargent of Blaze and Mrs. Junior 
Holbrook of Dayton, and a sister, 
Mrs. Wiley Ferguson of West 
Liberty. 

The body was brought to the 
West Liberty Funeral Home to 
prepare for burial. 


DAR Seeks Road to 
Harmon’s Station 


The Kentucky Daughters of 
the American Revolution at their 
annual meeting in Louisville last 
week adopted a resolution asking 
the General Assembly to build a 
highway to the site of Harmon’s 
Station, first settlement in the Big 
Sandy Valley, near where Dewey 
Dam now is, and to provide per¬ 
manent funds for care of Fort 
Boonesbcro, Blue Licks, Bryan 
Station and Boone Station. There 
are 4,322 DAR's in Kentucky, a 
gain of 70 last year. 


not be necessary to shoot the 
well, but they have tentatively 
decided that if they do shoot it 
they will use the new Hydro- 
Frax process developed by Dow 
Chemical Company. 

The Hydro-Frax process does 
not use explosives. Instead silica 
particles are forced into the pay 
dirt under pressure, opening pores 
through the rock to let the oil 
run into the hole. 

Second Well Located 

Meanwhile, George Finch of 
Insko and his associates have 
bulldozed a location for a second 
well on the lease about 1500 feet 
northwest of the present produc¬ 
er. Mr. Finch is the drilling con¬ 
tractor and owns a working in¬ 
terest in the company developing 
the lease. His associates are Dr. 
Earl Arnett and Dr. Robert Circle 
of Prestonsburg. Dr. J. J. Sher¬ 
man and Dr. Taylor Martin of 
Martin. Dr. Gates Wayburn of 
Huntington and Lloyd M. Finch 
of Middletown. 

Production is from 12 feet ot 
the Cannel City sand, a strata 
that lies atop the carniferous. 
The sand ordinarily is from 14 
to 17 feet thick. 

Meanwhile, trading in leases in 
that area has commenced and 
some leaseholders are preparing 
to test their acreage by drilling 
wells at once. 

In addition to the second well 
to be spudded in soon on the Cus¬ 
ter Jones tract, Epperson and 
Holbrook plan to drill a second 
well on the Squire Nickel! lease 
nearby, and three Huntington 
men, J. J. Hatcher, Dr. Claude 
Frazier and Dr. L. E. Farnsworth 
have made a location on theJ. T. 
Day farm on the Wolfe county 
side of the Pilot Knob southwest 
of the new well. 

Srate Rice, who owns consider¬ 
able acreage in the area, also is 
preparing to drill a well. It was 
reported here Thursday that he 
had sold a half interest in his 
leases in that section to J. J. 
Hatcher of Huntington. 

Also, it was reported this week 
that Earl "Dick" Williams had 
been contracted to drill a well on 
a block of 800 acres near the 
head of Lower Sand Lick in the 
eastern section of Morgan. He 
will start spudding in Monday. 

Outside Men Interested 

Three independent oil operators 
from Illinois visited the new 
field southwest on Cannel City 
Tuesday and made hurried tests 
for oil with one of the new radar 
instruments. They were accom¬ 
panied by Custer Jones, owner of 
the mineral and oil rights where 
the new well was drilled two 
weeks ago, and Edward Holbrook 
who owns considerable acreage 
nearby. 

The three independent opera¬ 
tors were Blanchell A. Murrelle 
and Frank Henigman of Chicago 
and D. E. Predenhagen of Paris, 
Ill. 

They tested the area from near 
the mouth of Day Branch in 
Wolfe county northeastward to 
near Cannel City along the struc¬ 
tural fault that is generally be¬ 
lieved to contain oil pools.

Morgan Blue Devils Take District 
Title In 69-S6 Win Over Saiyersville

Morgan County's Blue Devils 
ended all controversy on the 60th 
district net tourney here Satur¬ 
day night as the team in blue 
rang up a booming 69-56 victory 
over Stlyersville's highly regard¬ 
ed Hornets In the rinal match or 
this years meet. 

The Devils, who gained the 
linals after barely escaping de¬ 
feat by Oil Springs the preceding 
night, took the lead early during 
the second stanza and never re¬ 
linquished it again as they reg- 
istered their second straight vic¬ 
tory over the Hornets. 

The Saiyersville crew, on the 
strength of Collinsworth’s seven 
point output took command early 
in the first quarter and ran their 
lead to 11-7 as the initial quarter 
elapsed. During the second quar¬ 
ter, however, the local Devils 
fought back to outacorc Coach 
Leonard Marshall's quint by 25- 
10 and hence take an 11-point 
32-2! advantage at the« halfway 
mark. From the third quarter a 
red hot scoring battle emerged, 
with Saiyersville biting Into the 
Morgan lead, cutting It to a mere 
44-39 margin. 0 

During the final period, three 
of the five Saiyersville starters 
were forced to leave the fray via 
the foul route. Among these was 
their star performer and high 
scorer, Collinsworth. 

The Morgan cagers had no 
trouble outscoring the weakened 
Magoffin lads from there on as 
they walked to a 69-56 triumph 
and their first championship since 
the '51-’52 tourney. 

A considerable portion of the 
Devil win must be attributed to 
the spectacular backboard control 
of center Thornton Hill and for¬ 
ward Earl May, Jr. Hill ' and 
Stacy shared scoring honors, each 
bucketing 13 markers. Lincoln 
Collinsworth sjiearheaded the 
Saiyersville drive, tossing through 
32 counters. 

The Morgan team gained the 
final round after barely escaping 
with a last-second 50-48 victory 
the preceding night over a spirit¬ 


ed and determined Oil Springs 
five. 

The game, which required an 
overtime period to settle, is re- 
yarded as one of the most excit¬ 
ing and is said to have possessed 
one of the most dramatic endings 
ever seen on the Morgan hard¬ 
wood. Morgan gained a Urge lead 
during the first part of the con¬ 
test but Oil Springs, using ball 
control tactics, cut It stea-llly and 
knotted the count at 42-all as the 
game ended. 

During the overtime, the Wild¬ 
cats continued their possession- 
type 'ball and gained a two-point 
advantage which they held until 
nine seconds remained in the 
contest. Then came Morgan’s big 
break. May was fouled in mid¬ 
floor and being in the final three 
minutes of the game, received 
two free throws. May's first toss 
fell short and bounded off the 
rim. His second try found the 
mark and left the Morgan team 
trailing 48-47. Salyers put the 
ball In play for Oil Springs, toss¬ 
ing it in to his teammate. Brad¬ 
ley. If the Wildcats could only 
hold the ball for the remaining 
nine seconds, victory would be 
theirs. Bradley was immediately 
double-teamed by May and Mc¬ 
Kenzie. Being unable to pass the 
excited forward gave the ball a 
desperate fling up the floor in a 
vain effort to get it to a Wildcat 
teammate. Morgan’s Stacy inter¬ 
cepted the pass and with four 
seconds temaining, arched a high 
set shot. The ball bounded off 
the rim and into the eager hands 
of another Devil, Fred Blair. 
Then, without pausing, Blair 
quickly flipped the ball back up 
toward the hungry Morgan goal. 
The final gun sounded while the 
ball was in mid-air and in seem¬ 
ingly acknowledgement of the 
fact that the outcome depended 
upon it. the brown sphere calmly 
fell into the waiting net. Blair 
was awarded a free toss in addi¬ 
tion and after sinking it. the final 
score read, Morgan County 50, 
Oil Springs 48. May was high 
scorer for Morgan with 12, and 
Salyers led the losers, netting 22 

Saiyersville had gained the 
finals the preceding night by 
whipping Ezel 71-48

Morgan Per Capita 
Income Was $504 
For the Year 1952 


(By Rl’DY FRANKLIN) 

Saiyersville’* Hornets fought 
back from a 16-point deficit dur¬ 
ing the second quarter to topple 
Morgan's Blue Devils. 72-66 in 
the opening round of the !5th 
regional tourney at Pikeville on 
Wednesday night. 

Although the Morgan team 
whizzed away to a whirlwind

Per capital income in Morgan 
county during the year of 1952 
has been placed at $504 in a re¬ 
port just published by the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky's Bureau of 
Business Research. 

Based on a population of 14.000. 
Morgan county’s income for 1952 
was estimated at $7,056,000 

The 1952 county per capita in¬ 
comes (total income divided by 
total population) in Kentucky, as 
estimated by this report, varied 
from a low of $360 in Martin 
county to a high of $1,955 in Mc¬ 
Cracken county. 

According to the report, the 
range of per capita income among 
Kentucky counties was much 
greater than the range among the 
states. In 1952 the per capita in¬ 
come figure for the state of Ken¬ 
tucky was $1,130 as compared to 
$1,639 for the United States. 

While per capita income in the 
whole country rose from 1939 to 
1952 by two fifth, that of Ken¬ 
tucky doubled. But, the report 
also shows that in 1952 there 
were 53 counties in the state that 
had a lower purchasing power 
per capita than did the nation as 
a whole in 1933. 

Other counties near the top of 
the per capita income rating, in 
addition to McCracken county 
with J1.955 were Jefferson $1,912; 
Kenton $1,666; Fayette $1,576; 
Campbell $1,476, ard Franklin 
$1,422. 

Author of the report is John L. 
Johnson, research associate in the 
bureau. In presenting the state¬ 
ment, he pointed out that the 
figures were not offered as ’proof 
of anything. Instead, he said, 
they serve only as one indication 
of existing differences in living 
standards.

FRANKFORT, Ky., March 10 
—After a lot of serious debate 
and just as much dog play, the 
House yesterday passed 55-32 and 
sent to the Senate the bill of Rep. 
W. L. Jones requiring the licens¬ 
ing of all dogs at $1.50 each and 
the innoculation of all dogs 
against rabies at $1.50 per shot. 

The bill appropriates $30,000 to 
the State Board of Health to en¬ 
force the law and directs that 
county fiscal courts be required 
to establish dog pounds by Julv 
1, 1955. 

Jones' bill, a compromise of one 
wanted by the State Board of 
Health and another by Majority 
Leader Harry K. Lowman, Ash¬ 
land. eliminates a $1 bounty to 
any peace officer who kills a 
stray dog. but would empower 
any peace officer to kill a stray 
between sunrise and sunset. 

Toe bill, its proponents said, 
would not only protect humans 
against rabies but also would 
protect sheep and livestock 
against maurading dogs

Most Deaths In Morgan Last Year

The number of deaths by other 
diseases in Morgan last year were

hide accidents and other acci¬ 
dents 2 each, whooping cough, 
measles, maternal death and sui¬ 
cide, 1 each. Other causes 20. 

Morgan's death rate from tu¬ 
berculosis was 13.5 persons per 
100,000 population as compared 
to 19.9 for the state. Only in ma¬ 
ternal deaths, whooping cough, 
measles, diabetes and entritis, 
did Morgan county’s death rate 
exceed state averages. In all 
other categories Morgan's rate 
was lower than state averages. 

Morgan’s 101 deaths was a rate 
of 6.8 as compared to a state av¬ 
erage of 8.5 per 1000 population. 
Morgan's 317 births was a rate of 
21.4 as compared to the state av¬ 
erage of 21.9 per 1000 people. 

There were no homicides in 
Morgan last year while the state 
rate was 6.3 per 100.000 popula¬ 
tion.

As it did throughout Kentucky, 
heart diseases caused more 
deaths than any other ailment in 
Morgan county last year, accord¬ 
ing to the annual vital statistics 
report released this week by the 
State Health Department. Cancer 
was second highest cause of 
deaths in Morgan and cerebral 
hemorrhages third. 

Of a total of 101 deaths in 
Morgan during 1953, 37 were 

caused by heart diseases. 12 by 
cancer and 9 by cerebral hemor¬ 
rhages. The death rate from 
heart diseases for Morgan was 
249.4 persons per 100.000 popula¬ 
tion as compared to 290.8 for all 
of Kentucky. Thus the death 
rate from this disease is lower 
than state average. The cancer 
death rate in Morgan was 80.9 
persons per 100,000 population as 
compared to 112.4 for the state.

Milk is one of the best food 
investments a housewife can 
make, according to Miss Ann 
Kranklyn Stevens, Morgan County 
Homo Demonstration Agent • ith 
the University of Kentucky. It is 
so important in food value that 
from one-fifth to one-third of the 
I money spent for food should be 
I spent for milk and its products.

in animal protein. Children 
should have from three to four 
glasses a day, and grown-ups, at 
least two glasses. Expectant and 
nursing mothers need at least a 
quart of milk a day. 

A survey conducted by the 
government shows that farm 
families who do not have milk 
cows generally use small amounts 
of milk, and families without 
children use less than where chil¬ 
dren are present. Low-income 
families generally use less than 
those with high incomes, yet they 
need milk more as diets are lim¬ 
ited. 

Women over 40 have been 
found to be very remiss in their 
use of milk, consuming as a 
group less than men. teen-agers, 
or children. Contrary to common 
belief, milk is not fattening. 


The surest way to get the milk 
needed i« to drink it, but it can 
be eater, in puddings, creamed 
soups, creamed vegetables, and 
ice cream. About two or three 
average servings of milk dishes 
can be counted as a glassful. Milk 
may also be eaten in the form of 
cheese. A cube about 1 and one- 
fourth inches in size will just 
about make up for a glass of milk 
in the calcium and protein it 
supplies.

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THE T H RILL NEEDS AMENDING 

Not an Eastern Kentucky representative arose 
in the House to oppose the Administration's bill 
that makes it a crime to have communicable 
tuberculosis and imposes a fine up to $500 and 
imprisonment up to six months for those so ad¬ 
judged. Yet the proponents of the bill said when 
they introduced the measure it was aimed pri¬ 
marily at Eastern Kentuckians. Harry King 
Lowman of Ashland, majority leader, introducer! 
the bill which had the support of the State 
Health Department. However, the Kentucky 
Tuberculosis Association had not endorsed the 
act. Neither had the Kentucky Mountain Club 
which has done so much in recent years to help 
eradicate t.b. 

Two West Kentucky Representatives and one 
from Newport fought the bill in vigorous speech¬ 
es, but no Eastern Kentuckian arose to assist 
them. The bill passed 55-20. 

Chief reason for many thoughtful people op¬ 
posing the act is that there are more than 7,500 
cases of t.b. in Kentucky while there are only 
1,600 hospital beds for t.b. patients. 

Where will those who are forcibly isolated 
be confined? Lowman, who introduced the bill, 
said the State Health Department would have 
the duty to find “sufficient space.” But he did 
not say whether that space would be in jails or 
hospitals. The State’s t.b. hospitals already are 
full and have long waiting lists. And the bill 
appropriates only $10,000 to carry out its pro¬ 
visions. Are Lb. patients to be imprisoned with¬ 
out adequate medical and nursing care? 

There should be some Eastern Kentucky 
Senator with sufficient regard for his home 
people and sufficient courage to lead a fight 
when the bill comes to the Senate to amend it 
by inserting a provision that the act should not 
become effective until sufficient beds in reg¬ 
ularly approved tuberculosis hospitals are pro¬ 
vided to take care of those forcibly isolated. 
Does Eastern Kentucky have no representative 
in the Legislature who will fight for their home 
people?

A GOOD AND A BAD FEATURE 
OF WEST LIBERTY 

Morgan county’s death rate for 1953 is con¬ 
siderably lower than the State’s average, ac¬ 
cording to the annual vital statistics report re¬ 
leased this week by the State Health Depart¬ 
ment. The State death rate last year was 290.8 
persons per 100,000 population while Morgan’s 
101 deaths are equal to only 249.4 deaths per 
100.000 population. 

It is also heartening to know that deaths in 
Morgan from the three most potent killers— 
heart diseases, cancer and cerebral hemorrhages 
—are lower than the State average. 

But it is significant that only in whooping 
cough, measles, intestinal entritis (dysentary), 
maternal causes and diabetes is Morgan's death 
rate higher than the State averages. Four of 
these five diseases are the filth borne diseases 
caused by bacteria and viruses Which prompts 
thoughtful citizens to wonder what the lack of 
a proper sewage disposal system in West Liberty 
is costing our citizens in illnesses and deaths. 

If Morgan’s death rate from the usual most 
potent killers is below State average, why can¬ 
not West Liberty keep its Uhs from prevent¬ 
able diseases below avera t -at least, down to 
the State average?, 

Inadequate sewage disposal, overflowing cess 
pools and maurading dogs and cats that infest 
cess-pool seepage and then play with our chil¬ 
dren—are these not potent dangers in our midst, 
more deadly than drunken drivers, crazed 
drunks and such like. Are we less concerned 
about this potent threat to our health and lives 
simply because the killing bacteria and viruses 
do their work more insidiously than the overt 


acts of outlaws? Did we but know the actual 
distress and loss of lives that inadequate sewage 
disposal is musing, we would rise up in arms 
and fight the menace. 

• 

WHO WILL BELL THE CAT? 

Power, when rightfully used, is a force that 
can bring living from chaos, surety from inse¬ 
curity and liberty from monarchy. It is a 
thing that when placed in the hands of a sincere, 
democratic and peace-loving people can bring 
harmony and peace of mind to nations, states, 
and individuals. Power can be magnificent when 
it is attuned to gainful purposes—but what de¬ 
plorable fiasco when power is blasphemed by 
tyranny and despotism. 

Americans today are faced with McCarthyism— 
a force that if allowed to continue, might in 
all probability deprive, by taking advantage of 
the freedoms-of, Americans of many of these 
ileeuoms. 

Far-sighted individuals would do well to scan 
the situation with the heart. For having cre¬ 
ated dissension in Democrat ranks—no one has 
forgotten the fabricated charges in the Tidings 
farce or the sensationalism in the White- Brown- 
ell-T»uman comedy—McCarthy seems bent on 
disrupting, and thereby weakening the Adminis¬ 
tration, apparently in preparation for the coup 
de grace that will cause complete surrender of 
party to power. The London Time’s correspon¬ 
dent who labeled the McCarthy-Stevens issue a 
move in which the Army surrendered to Mc¬ 
Carthy, knew what he was talking about. 

The McCarthy investigations have taken on 
a bi-partisan trend of late. What once was ex¬ 
pected to be a tool to defeat Democratic political 
opponents, has reversed ends, and tfie hammer 
has descended upon Republican quarters with 
such force that the powers-in-power are aghast 
at the scratching claws of a power that might 
tear asunder a party that has taken such pains 
to get where it is. 

McCarthyism up to now had left the Republi¬ 
cans with little choice. As long as the hitting end 
of the hammer was turned Democrat-wise, it was 
well to adopt a hands-off policy. But the recent 
reversals of investigatorial trends brings up the 
question: to what party does McCarthy belong? 

It might be now that even Republicans believe 
it is time to curb the communistic-caterwauling. 

To some members of the administration the 
McCarthy expositions are being used to some 
advantage. For while TV floodlights burn and 
the star performer fiddles, communistic aggres¬ 
sion in southeast Asia is almost a mute subject, 
while the country is reading sensational head- I 
lines, relative to investigations, unemployment 
in the United States is reaching tremendous pro¬ 
portions, and the soft-spoken word, recession, is 
rapidly turning into soup lines that could reach 
to the White House door. 

Until a more fitting manner is found in which 
to conduct investigations, it might be well to re¬ 
focus our attention, and financial support, from 
a sower of discord, whose seeds have yet to pro¬ 
duce a crop of communists among us. to problems 
of vital importance, that have grown without 
benefit of strongly fertilized statements. Ad¬ 
miring the ends of McCarthyism does not mean 
an admiration of the means used to attain these 
ends. 

We are against communists or any subver¬ 
sives in America, but we deplore the—should we 
be so frank as to say—communistic methods be- j 
ing used to ferret out these subversives. No 
individual in America should be unjustly ma¬ 
ligned. mistreated, insulted. 

Investigations are sometimes necessary in all 
things, but they should be carried out in a man¬ 
ner that would serve the purpose intended, not 
in an unreined emotional display that has failed 
to indict even one communist, but has admirably j 
succeeded in undermining the morale of Ameri¬ 
cans. Under the theory that nothing is sacred, 
charges continue to be hurled, making sure that 
right wing conservatives know each and every 
move of left wing liberals, however innocent the 
liberal-minded may be. 

It is not a fear that communistic sympathies 
will be exposed that keeps liberals from speaking 
out against McCarthysim, but the certainty that 
if they attack “Joe”, he will begin his smear 
tactics. They know that no one, especially a 
politician, once accused of being a communist 
harborer, can ever hope to rise above such an 
accusation. 

If the tomcat is allowed to continue hit strut¬ 
ting, It may be assumed that individual liberty, 
not counting the whole of a nation is imperiled 
Thus the one who would save America from 
McCarthyism will be a brave one indeed, one | 
who will put country’s welfare above personal 
gain. America stands ready for such a brave one ^ 
to bell the cat. Who will bell the cat?

j diseases as measles, mumps or 
| whooping cough." 

Often the loss of hearing is 
just in one ear, or only part of 
the hearing may be affected. It 
is very difficult to detect hearing 
losses by just talking to a child. 
Many schools and P.T.A.’s in the 
state have launched hearing de¬ 
tection programs with the assis¬ 
tance of local health departments 
and the Auditory Health Section, 
j Division of School Health, Ken-

If a hearing loss is found early, 
it can usually be corrected before 
the loss becomes more serious or 
total deafness results. 

Protecting children against the 
communicable diseases is one way , 
to prevent hearing losses. Con¬ 
sult your family physician if your 
child has an earache, a “stopped 
up” ear or a buzzing in an ear. 
And, also see your physician for 
severe colds, for nose and throat 
infections and for enlarged ton¬ 
sils and adenoids that may lead 
to hearing difficulty. 

Pamphlets entitled "Earaches" 
and "A Hearing Health Program 
for Parents” are available from 
tne Morgan County Health De¬ 
partment.
